Coordinating Council. 


During his tenure as the 
Director of the Division 
of Arts and Sciences 
at Dominican College, 
Dr. Holt was_ instru- 
mental in introducing 
new Humanities and 
Math degree programs 
and an innovative Col- 
lege Core curriculum, 
funded by a grant from 
the National Endow- 
ment for the Humani- 
ties that he proposed 
and administered. 


As Academic Dean, Dr. 
Holt has been deeply 
involved in the develop- 
ment of new programs, 
including all of the Col- 
lege’s graduate pro- 
grams. He was also an 


active participant in the 
College’s efforts to in- 
crease and sustain the 
number of programs 
that have achieved spe- 
cial national accredita- 
tion. The College can 
now boast of a total of 
seven national bodies 
which have accredited 
various degree pro- 
grams offered by the 
College. “This has 
been an era of truly ex- 
citing developments,” 
said Dr. Holt, “both in 
very visible ways-our 
new buildings-and in 
the evolution of new 
academic _ programs.

credited during my time 
at the College, as well 
as the level of respect 
that the college enjoys 
in the external profes- 
sional community.”
